in which child iabor permits issued 
by state authorities will.be accepted 
as complying in every respect with 
the provisions of the new federal 
child labor tax law.

The federal child labor tax 
law 


^provides for a 10 per cent tax upon 
net profits upon all 
corporations, 


partnerships, and individuals

employ children below fourteen years 
of age in any mill, cannery, work- 
shop, factory, or manufacturing es- 
tablishment, or below sixteen years 
of age in> any mine. The .same tax
